daring the recent •lection, Edward Hotch 
•r (white) testified that he did aot striki 
Jack Redd, as charged in the prior exam 
ination. Never heard any throats of vio- 
lence made against colored men by whites. 

J. C Reagan i white), of Danville, re- 
lated circumstances respecting the riot, 
which did not differ materially from hi< 
statement heretofore made under direct ex 
animation. He declined to aiuwer wheth 
eror not he fired any shots. He wai 
pressed for a reply, and emphatically de 
cllned to give one. He admitted having 
had a pistol on bis person on the morning 
of the riot, but declined to say whether or 
not he struck any one during the riot. 
There were but about half a dozen white 
men on the sidewalk when the light began, 
and the crowd was afterwards swollen to 



efforts of policemen to disperse the crowd 
of negroes, the negroes said they would not 
disperse. They did not propose to be driven 
away. He thought the policemen in earn 
ost in their endeavors to disperse the 
crowd. Colonel Cabell made an address to 
the people on the streets, urging them to be 
quiet and preserve order. The neighbor- 
hood where Patrolman Hubbard was shot 
was thickly settled and crowded. He could 
not name the one who tired, either white or 
colored, and saw no one i-hot. Did see a 
man who, it was alleged, died from tho ef- 
fects of wounds received in the side. 

"Do you still decline to say whether or 
not you shotf 

"I do, sir. Previous to the shooting I 
saw a bagful of pistols in a small ottlce 
near the hall in which a meeting was held. 
I thought it was planned to kill the colored 
people. Heard Barbour a week before the 
election say he intended to < arry the elec- 
tion, if not by fair means, then by foul." 
Witness did not vote because of intimida- 
tion. All Readjustor Republicans stayed 
away from the polls on elis'tion day. When 
Holland was shot he was in the ranks of 
the colored people. 

George Lea (whitei of DanvUle, wa< in 
the Opera House on the day of the riot. 
Mr. Noel told him that Lawnon feoloredj 
had insulted him a second rime, and that, 
be could not stand it.

It is a common thing 
to see mothers of young girls going about 
after nightfall offering tliein to anyone 
who will furnish them with the means of 
keeping themselves from starvation. Men 
who were strong and vigorous a few 
months ago are so reduced by hunger that 
they. are scarcely able to walk. Women 
and children are weak and hollow-eyed 
(Ton starvation, tine small scoop of Hour 
each week nnd a few pounds of beef each 
month comprise the issue to them, and 
they are so hungry that when this issue is 
made to them tbey cat it all in a day or 
t.vo. Si Mil of tin in have been found 
dead between their lodges and the agency, 
being so reduced by hunger as to bo una- 
ble to resist the terribly cold weather.
